Ill view of the short trmc civeli iiie for the examj- 
iiiitiiiii of this hill, anil ihe nrtji nt iiecessily whieh 
cM^is fur criminal statntes "f M)ine liiiul, 1 am 
ronstrained to waive these defects lor the public 
jjood. I cannot, however, ({ire mv approval to 
this bill wiihout eiitcrini; my solemn protest 
aKuinst one of its provisions. I refer to section 
l.'l, in which it is provided "that no blaek or mu- 
latto person, Indian or Chinese shall he prrmittod 
10 give evidence In favor or ajjainst any wliita 
person ; and every person who shall have one- 
l inhth part or more of negro blood shall be 

denied a mulatto; and every person who shall 
have one-liidf of Indian blood shall be deemed 
an Indian." .My ohjecii.jns to the provi.-ion« of 
this section are iirieily these : Kirs', A person of 
one-eighlli black tiluod is not a mulatt,) in truth 
nor in fact.

Terrible Disaster in France— 300 Men 
Buried in a Mine. 
Delaileil accounl.s are received of tlio re- 
cent terrible ca.>juaity in tho department of 
Card, France. It appears that in conse- 
quence of a powerful storm — the bursting ol 
a wnterspout, according to some accounts — 
the Lalle mine was flooded, and the sides 
fell in, burying all the men. An explosion 
of gcis took place al the same lime, by which 
a portion of the mine wa.s blown up, The 
number of men missins, and considered as 
killed by tho accitlent, is rieiirly 300 Th ■ 
casuiilty took place on the 13th of October. 
The Gazette rfe ifidi,pobli»heB the following 
account: ' i . 

The mine had been fluododj.by, Ihe. Inte 
rains, a landslip took place, and more than 
100 Workmen were eilher stnnlhored or 
drowned. The Prefect of (he Guard liavinr; 
been apprised of the cifonmslancu at 10 nt 
night, lelt his residence, accompanied by 
several ptiblin fnncliomirics and by the Chief" 
Kufrineer of the Ueparlifient, and proceeded 
to tho mine in a spucini rain. On arrivinf; 
at the scene of the disaster it was ascer- 
tained that 117 iniricra were rnissin;;. and 
that 1,800,0(10 cnhic yards of water iiad 
rushed into the mine, and caOsed numerous 
landslips. The engineers are of opinion that 
il will require three months to pump out Ihe 
water, 'i'he authorities returned to N'iines 
profoundly ntilicted. M. Diiinlinbert, the 
Prefect, iininedialcly opened s subscription 
for the relief of the nufiierona families who 
are redoced to a state of inditjence by the 
death of their husbands and son.i. Publio 
rumor casts the blame on tho engineer*, but 
Ihe fact is that Iho waterspout burst and 
caused a torrenl, which rushed into the mine 
with such violence and rapidity thai even 
the overseers had not lime to siiVe them- 
selves. An explosion of sas took place nt 
Ihe same time, by which a portion of the 
mine was blown up. Thou<,'h every means 
of rescninK the victims have boon laken, 
there is but little probahilily of savins the 
lives of those who are buried in the mine. 
The utmost that can be done is lo liriii;; Ihe 
dead bodies to the .Mirfaco, The number of 
vvoikmeii imssiiif,', and considered as killed 
b> the accident, is nearly 300.
